On the 13th the United States Bupreme 
Court, in an opinion by Justice Bradley, 
awarded the executors of the will of Myra 
Clark Gaines the sum of $576,000 against 
the city of New Orleans for use of prop- 
erty sold by the city, but recovered by 
Mrs. Gaines after long litigation.

On the 13th the Civil-Service Commis- 
sion organized by electing Commissioner 
Lyman president. All the commission- 
ers were present. 

On the 13th Washington Irving Bishop, 
the mind-reader, died at the Lamb’s Club, 
West Twenty-sixth street, New York, of 
hysterical catalepsy. 

IT is stated that it is probable that the 
President will issue a proclamation, 
granting pardons fo al! deserters from 
the United States army, whether under 
confinement or at large. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES 


A SHORTAGE of over $3,000 is reported 
in the accounts of Eckford Moore, late 
postmaster at Trenton, N. J., which is un- 
derstood to have been the causes of his 
summary removal. 

On the 9th fire at Danville, Mont., de- 
stroyed twenty-three buildings, leaving 
only the bank and hotel standing in the 
business portion of the village. 

At Tokio, Corea, one hundred con- 
stables beat aman to death because he 
had paid the entire tax levy of his village, 
the people being too poor to pay it. The 
enraged townspeople thereupon attacked 
the constables, killing a number of them 
and wounding the survivors. 

On the 10th a sudden wind and rain 
storm, resembling a cyclone, swept over 
the Potomac valley near Point of Rocks, 
seventy miles above Washington. 
Twenty-five men workitg ona railroad 
trestle spanning the river were blown off 
into the water, sixty feet below, 

THREE miners were Elled and several 
wounded in a conflict with soldiers at 
Brackel, Germany, on the 10th. The 
strikers had gathered ina large body and 
refused to disperse when ordered. The 
soldiers thereupon fired on them. 

A ZaNz!IBAR dispatch states that an offi- 
cer and two seamen belonging to the Ger- 
man cruiser Schwaibe were killed at 














Bagamoyo, on the East coast of Africa. 

It is said that Italy declines to surren- 
der Vitelie and Bovino, the murderers of 
Paymaster McClure, near Wilkesbarre, 
Pa., but will try them in that country if 
evidence is forwarded. 

AT Buffalo, N. Y., the jury in the Kemm- 
ler murder trial, after being out eighteen 
hours, returned a verdict, on the 10th, of 
murder in the first degree. Sentence was 
deferred. 

Fire in the hold of the steamship Ru- 
gia, from New York for Hambarg, en- 
dangered the safety of the passengers 
and crew for over two days, but was fin- 
ally extinguished by turning steam into 
the burning compartment, and the ves- 
= put into Plymouth id*safety on the 
2th. 

On the 11th, while James Smith was on 
trial in Kansas City, Kas., on the charge 
of burglary, he drew a razor and cuta 
seven-inch gash in the neck of Detective 
McGilley, producing a fatal wound, and 
then made a dash for liberty, but was shot 
dead, pierced by five balls. . 

On the 11th the quarterly whipping at 
New Castle, Del., was remarkable in the 
number of lashes laid on by the sheriff, 
who struck 215 blows on the backs of 
twelve men. Three of them received forty 
lashes each for highway robbery. 

On the morning of the 13th James 
B. Smith, local editor of the Springfield 
(Mass.) Republican, was shot and in- 
stantly killed by his brothar-in-law, who 
tistook him for a burglar. 

On the night of the 12th the brake on a 
dummy of the Front Street cable road at 
Seattle, W. T., failed to work, and the car 
ran down grade at great speed, and was 
thrown from the track at a turn, pitching 
the pas sengers out on the pavement, and 
causing the death of Mrs.Sophronia Wag- 
ner, of Chadwick, Neb. 

A BUILDING at the corner of Spring and 
Wooster streets, New York, fell, on the 
13th, killing two men, Patrick Gilling 
and James Jos¢ph. Both were laborers. 
Foreman George Thomas was badly in- 
jured. 

On the 13th a serious affray occurred at 
Elsenheim, Germany, arising out of dis- 
puted claims to the occupation of private 
lands. The military were called out to 
disperse the angry villagers, but were 
unable to do so without firing upon them. 
Seven persons were killed. 


MISCELLANEODS. 

Tue first prosecution in Ciucin nati un- 
der the new law against bucket-shops be- 
gan on the 10th. 

THe Edward Rall Shoe Company, of 
Boston, has made an assignment. The 
corporation was organized in 1887 under 
Maine laws, and with a capital stock of 
$250,000. The cause of the assignment 
was an attachment by a small creditor. 

A STRIKE of the Nottingham (England) 
lace-workers is imminent. 

Tne strike of the car-drivers at Prazue, 
Austria, is ended, the tramway company 
having yielded to the demands of their 
employes. 

A company of American and Canadian 
capitalists, headed by Mr. Carnegie, con- 
template laying a new cable from Nova 
Scotia to the Irish coast. 

CONFEDERATE Memorial Day was ob- 
served at Charleston, 8. C., with the usual 
ceremonies at Magnolia Cemetery, where 
the Confederate dead are buried. The at- 
tendance was very large. The ceremonies 
included religious exercises and the dec- 
oration of the graves by the young ladies 
of the Confederate Iiome. 

On the 10th notices were posted of a 
reduction of ten per cent. in the wages of 
all employes of the Dickson Manufact- 
uring Company, ef Scranton, Pa., to take 
effect May 15. The reduction affects about 
nine hundred men. 

On the 11th the Scotch-Irish congress at 
Columbia, Tenn,, closed after thanks had 
been voted to Mayor Pillow of Columbia, 
aud the announcement was made that all 
who want to join the Scotch-Irish Society 
of America should address A. C. Floyd, 
Columbia, Tenn. 

Ox the 13th the eleventh annual exhibi- 
tion of the Society of American Artists 
was opened in the City of New York, It 
will remain opened until June lo, 


THE trial of the cruiser Charleston, on 
the 11th, proved a failure, owing to the 
heating of one of the high-pressure 
slides, a defect which can easily be rem- 
edied. 

In the six-day go-as-you-please pedes- 
trian contest at Madison Square Garden, 
New York City, which ended on the night 
of the 1lth, seven men scored over 500 
miles and participated in the gate re- 
ceipts, Herty leading with 559 miles. 

Tax trial of the Driggs-Schroeder rapid- 
fire six-pounder gun took place at Aun- 
napolis, Md., on the 12th. Lieutenant 
Driggs, the inventor of the gun, 
and the naval attaches of the German 
aud Japanese legations at Washington 
were present. Nineteen shots were fired 
in one minute, and sixty rounds were 
fired in four minutes and twenty seeonds. 

Tue miners of Yorkshire, England, have 
had printed for circulation fifty thousand 
notices setting forth their intention to or- 
ganize a general strike unless their wages 
are advanced, 

THE police raids on the Adelphi and 
Field clubs of London were, it is stated, 
prompted by the father of one and the 
mother of another of the persons arrest- 
ed, with a view to enabling the latter to 
escape the payment of their gambling 
debts. 

In the House of Commons, on the 13th, 
Mr. W. H. Smith, government leader, 
said the government would not proceed 
with the Sugar bill before the Whitsuntide 
recess. 

EarLy on the morning of the 12th the 
London police raided the Field and Adel- 
phi clubs, and surprised and arrested a 
large number of titled and other game- 
sters. 

On the 13th the evictions which it was 
proposed to enforce at Glasserchoo, Ire- 
land, were postponed. It is stated that 
the government is strongly urging the 
Olpherts to submit their differences with 
their tenants to arbitration, 

THE Auckland (N. Z.) Herald states that 
it was the hamlet of Pepetoa which was 
swept away bya flood, and not the city 
of Pepete, as previously reported. 

SECRET agents have discovered a con- 
spiracy against the Russian Government, 
which implicates a number of military 
officers. Numerous arrests have been 
made, some of high officers. Incrim- 
inating documents have been seized, and 
a number of dynamite bombs found. 

On the 15th the German steamship 
Tavermina, from New York for Ham- 
burg, arrived at Plymouth, towing the 
Germon steamer Donnar, which had lost 
her screws. The Donnar was from Vera 
Cruz for some European port. 

THE Treasury Department has decided 
that painted cups, vases, horns, ete., can 
not be admitted as paintings, 

On the 13th the semi-annual meeting of 
the Maryland Jockey Club was held in 
Baltimore. The board of directors, with 
ex-Governor Bowie as president, was re- 
elected. Governor Bowie’s statement 
showed that the spring meeting at Pimlico 


was @ financial failure. 


At a municipal election held at Nor- 
bonne, France, on the 12th, a Socialist 
candidate was elected. <A serious fight 
occurred between the Socialists and other 
voters, after which the Socialists paraded 
through the streets in triumph. 

At The Hague, Holland, a sensation 
was created by the Socialists, on the night 
of the 12th, hauling down the standard 
from the tower and replacing it with the 
Socialist flag.

AN OLD CASE SETTLED. 


Judgment of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in the Case of the Heirs 
of Myra’Clark Gaines vs the City of New 
Orleans on Appeal by the Latter from 
the Decree of the Lower Court. 


WASHINGTON, May 14.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States yesterday 
rendered a decision in the case of the 
city of New Orieans, appellant, vs. Jas, 
V. Christmas and Hattie L. Whitney, ad- 
ministrator and administratrix of Myra 
Clark Gaines, deceased. Myra Clark 
Gaines filed a bill against the city of New 
Orleans to recover the amount with in- 
terest of the fruits, reveaue and value for 
use of certain lands in the city of New 
Orlean& containing about 135 arpents, 
which she had recovered from varivus 
persons claiming title under the city. 
The charge was that the city was liable as 
grantor as well as guarantor of the title, 
and ought to respond for all the rents 
and revenues actually received by itself 
or its grantees or which might have been 
received by a judicious and provident use 
of the property. The bill was filed Au- 
gust 7, 1879, and on May 5, 1883, a decree 
was rendered in favor of Mrs. Gaines for 
$1,925,660, with interest on $950,159 from 
January 10, 1881. From that decree an 
appeal was taken. The mastor, in making 
up the accounts in the case, charged 





the city with the entire rents and 
revenues of all the land from 
March 19, 1837, to the time 


of making his report, without regard to 
the question whether the city or its 
grantees were in actual possession or not. 
The revenues thus charged on unim- 
proved land were fictitious revenues as- 
sessed at the rate of five per cent. per 
annum on seventy per cent. of inflated 
sales made in 1837. The court afterward 
added to this, interest on the other thirty 
per cent. of the amount of the sales. The 
amounts found due from the grantees 
having possession of improved proporty 
aggregated $576,708. The Supreme Court 
holds that the city of New Orleans is not 
primarily liable for the revenues of the 
entire tract for the time when it had pos- 
session and for the time whenits grantees 
had possession. The only plausible 
ground on which the city can be made 
responsible for the rents and revenues 
received by its grantees, the court holds, 
is that of subrogation, by which the real 
owner, after pursuing the grantee in pos- 
session and reducing the demand to judg- 
ments, may take the place of the grantee 
and possessor in suing the grantor who 
is the grantee’s surety. Iu this case 
judgment has been obtained against 
the grantees, the city was sufficient- 
ly notified, and, in faot,  practic- 
ally conducted the defense; and 
the grantees have called on the city to 
protect them. The law of Louisiana pro- 
vides that a person evicted may recover 
from the warrantor of the property,value, 
rents and revenues for which he must ac- 
count to the true owner. Under these 
conditions, the court holds that Mrs. 
Gaines might be subrogated to the 
grantee, and might, therefore, maintaina 
suit against the city. Whlthout deciding 
the case on this equitable ground alone, 
the court holds that the law gives this 
authority in an article declaring that 
creditors may exercise the rights and ac- 
tions of their debtors. The court, there- 
fore, decrees that this part of the decree 
of the lower court, amounting to $567,703, 
ought to be allowed, subject to reduction 
for certain causes. 

As to the remainder of the decree, 
amounting to $1,348,960, for rents and rev- 
enues and “yalue for use” of the unim- 
proved land, the court can not concur in 
the decision of the Circuit Court. This 
sum, the court says, was made up in too 
unreliable a manner. The city got no 
revenue from this property, and tho esti- 
mate of the revenue was made on false 
and inflated values. It was claimed that 
the possessor in bad faith was liable for 
all that might have been done to the 
property. Thecourt holds that it does 
not follow that because small parts of 
suburban property have been made Yal- 
uable all of it can be improved. Another 
error, the court says, lies in the claim 
that the possessor is liable for all the 
property might have produced. The 
court does not understand that the pos- 
sessor is bound to change the state of the 
land, and he can not be held liable for the 
value of the thousands of bushels of 
grain that wild land might have produced 
if it had been improved and cultivated. 

The decree is reversed with instruc- 
tions to the lower court to render a de- 
cree in accordance with these conclu- 
sions. The Chief Justice and Justice 
Lamar, who were not on the bench when 
the case was argued, took no part in its 
consideration. 





BISHOP !S DEAD. 


The Famous Minad-Reader, Washington 
Irving Bishop, Succambs to Hysterical 
Catalepsy, 


New York, May 13.—Washington Irving 
Bishop, the mind-reader, died shortly 
after noon to-day at the Lamb’s Club, 
West Twenty-sixth street, of hysterical 
catalepsy. 

While giving an exhibition of his well- 
known powers at the dinner following the 
“monthly gambol” of the club last night, 
at which Clay M. Green, the dramatist, 
presided, and at which many well- 
known actors participated, Mr. Bish- 
op was_ prostrated. The famous 
mind-reader had come from Philadelphia 
as a guest of the club, and was asked dur- 
ing the dinner to illustrate his power of 
psycology. He had performed his well- 
known dagger feat, which he concluded 
by pretending to stab Louis Aldrich, the 
actor, who occupied one of the seats at 
the' table. Subsequently Mr. Bishop re- 
quested Mr. Green to think of a word and 
he (Bishop) would name it by placing 
his hand on Green’s forehead. Be- 
fore he could conclude the feat the 
mind-reader was seized with catalepsy. 
Dr. Irving was called and pronounced the 
attack hysterical catalepsy. Mr. Bishop 
was removed to an upper room and fif- 
teen minutes later put to bed. He recov- 
ered shortly and persisted in concluding 
his mind-reading feat. He cid so, and 
while in the act, at 4 a. m., he was again 
stricken with spasms and after that be- 
gan sinking. Drs. Lees end Irving re- 
mained with him all night. He expired a

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS, 


The centennial of the revolutionary bat- 
tle of Guilford Court House was celebrat- 
ed on the battleground néar Greensboro, 
N. C., on the 4th. Several thousand peo- 
ple were present. 

The celebrated Canewood Farm, near 
Louisville, Ky., at which the late M. Gratz 
raised some splendid race horses, has 
been bought by Thomas P, Scott, of Phil- 
adelphia.

Jefferson Davis has accepted an invita- 
tion to attend the centennial celebration 
of the adoption of the Federal Constitu- 
tion by North Carolina, which took place 
at Fayetteville, November 21, 1789. Mr. 
Davis accepts on condition that he wil] 
not be tasked as orator of the day. 

Governor Fowle of North Carolina is 
negotiating with a syndicate, of which 
Governor Gordon of Georgia is the head, 
for the sale of 100,000 acres of swamp 
lands owned by the State. These lands 
are in the northeastern section, and are in 
some cases very valuable, particularly 
for timber, now, and for corn lands after 
the timber is removed. 

The little town of Oakford, eight miles 
west of Owensboro, Ky., was almost to- 
tally destroyed by fire, a few evening! 
ago. The fire started in R. M. Hagan’s 
residence and burned his dwelling an¢ 
store; loss, $500; Hagan & Stanley’s mill, 
loss, $20; Talbott’s blacksmith shop, 
loss, $600; Wm. Gordon’s residence, loss, 
$500; Mrs. Mary Lancaster’s residence, 
loss, $3,000. 

A lively shooting took place at Scuffle- 
town, near Henderson, Ky., recently. 
James Taylor and Sherman Billings, who 
had a fuss a few days previous, met again, 
aud, both drawing pistols, commenced 
firing. Billings was shot in the legs. The 
latter then got his brother, aud both 
armed with shotguns again attacked Tay- 
lor, who responded with a Winchester 
riflo, killing the horse and shooting the 
hat off one of the brothers. The parties 
are all quiet now and no arrests. 

The board of directors of the Alabama 
Colored University met at Montgomery, 
recently, for the purpose of permanently 
locating the institution and electing offi- 
cers and faculty. Montgomery was de- 
sided upon as the place of location, and 
the following officers were elected, al) 
white men and prominent citizens: J, 
M. P. Otts, president; W. B. Jones, sec- 
retary and auditor; F. M. Billing, treas- 
urer. Prof. W. B. Paterson was elected 
president of the faculty. A new build- 
ing, to cost $25,000, will be erected at 
once. 

The fourteen-year-old daughter of Mrs. 
M. L. Hawkins, a widow living ou Middle 
creek, near Chattanooga, Tenn., was 
taken, some days since, with what the at- 
tending physician pronounced hydro- 
phobia. She had had several frightful 
paroxysms, and was in a very critical] 
condition. The doctor advised the parent 
to use every precaution to avoid being 
scratched or bitten by the child. She was 
not bitten by a dog, but last winter helped 
to take care of cattle which, it is sup- 
posed, died from the bite of a mad dog, 
and in this way became inoculated with 
the poison. 

At Compton mines, fifteen miles north 
of Birmingham, Ala., a fatal explosion 
occurred a few days since. A very heavy 
blast, intended to break an immense rock, 
was exploded without effect. Superin- 
tendent Dorsey Collins then ordered the 
men to fillthe hole again. <A very large 
bole had been drilled in the rock, and into 
this six kegs of powder were emptied. As 
the men were putting in the seventh keg 
a terrific explosion occurred. Superin- 
tendent Collins was standing only a few 
feet away when the explosion occurred. 
He was blown sixty feet and instantly 
killed. Two negro laborers were fatally 
injured, and several others were slightly 
hurt. 

The new insane law of Alabama, reg- 
ulating the trial of the criminal insane, 
requires the Governor to appoint a com- 
mission of lunacy, to consist of three per- 
pons, a president and two associates, of 
nigh standing and repute for learning 
and character, two of whom shall be phy- 
sicians and one a lawyer versed as far as 
practicable in the medical jurisprudence 
of insanity, who shall hold their office for 
six years, or until their successors are ap- 
pointed. The Governor has discharged 
the duty thus imposed upon him by ap- 
pointing the following as members of 
the commission: R. H. Pearson, of 
Birmingham, president; Dr. P. Brice, of 
Tuscaloosa, first associate; Dr. R. P. 
Huger, of Anniston, second associate. 

While the reception concert tendered 
the Mississippi Press Association was in 
progress at Greenville, a few nights 
since, what might have been a terrible 
accident occurred.

The tract embraces 
some of the richest land in South Da- 
kota, and a rush of settlers is expected 
to follow its opening to homesteaders, 
which will probably be within thirty 
days. These lands will furnish homes 
for 1,000 families, allowing each 160 
acres.

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A DEAD CUSTOMER. 


How an Old Cynic Prepared Things for 
His Funeral. 


“Did you ever have a decidedly odd 
customer?” asked a reporter of an up- 
tewn florist. 

“Yes,” said the florist. 

‘Who was he?” 

“A dead man. 
order.” 

‘“‘And what did a dead man want of 
flowers?” 

*‘He wanted them for his funeral.” 

*‘Well, I've heard a good deal of live 
business men, but this is the first time 
l ever heard of a dead customer.” 

There 
lived, three blocks from here, in a 
tenement house district, a cynical old 
gentleman who spent his time with 
his books and his thoughts, and was a 
stranger to everybody.

Schopenhauer, and might have 
been regarded as a harsh critic from 
another planet who had been ship- 
wrecked on this little one-horse island 
in space and was sorry for it. The 
only gleam of sunshine in his life was 
that he hadn't a kinsman, a friend, or 
an acquaintance in the world. 

‘One day, when he was very old, he 
was sick unto death. To divert him- 
self during the tedium of dying he con- 
trived a post-mortem joke. He had 
€500 which he did not wish to leave to 
anybody. Though he was a stranger 
in the world, the idea came to him 
that he would spend the money in 
having the same kind of a funeral that 
other people had. He sent for a busi- 
ness agent, unfolded his plans for the 
funeral, and. then died with a half- 
cypical, half-amused smile on his face. 

“The agent ordered the coffin, en- 
gaged the carriages, hired pall-bear- 
ers, gave the minister a few points for 
a short eulogy and then came to my 
store and bought the flowers. 

“There wasn’t a mourner in the lit- 
tle church where the last services 
were held. There wasn't a person in 
the church whom the dead man had 
ever known. There wasn’t a person 
in the city who wasn't a stranger to 
him. But the coffin stood under the 
pulpit covered with anchors, broken 
columns, pillows, doves and broken 
lutes bearing such mottoes as ‘Good- 
by, Old Comrade,’ ‘At Rest,’ ‘Farewell, 
Friend,’ ‘Still Remembered,’ etc. They 
were the flowers which the dead man 
had bought. I imagine there must 
have been a sneer under that coffin 
lid.

‘They put the odd old gentleman and 
his flowers into the hearse and carried 
him to his resting place.

SALADS FOR SPRING. 
Healthful Dishes For Persons Whose Ap- 
petite Require YVemptiag. 

Many delicacies and healthful salads 
may be made from spring vegetables, 
which are particularly appetizing and 
acceptable at a time of the year when 
the appetite requires tempting. 

Asparagus Salad.—Boil two large 
bunches of asparagus in hot water, 
drain, cut off the tops, throw in cold 
water, and stand halfan hour. Then 
dry carefully, put ina salad dish and 
pour over a dressing made of a table- 
spoonful of vinegar, and a tablespoon- 
ful of olive oil, a little pepper and salt. 
Set on ice. 

Lettuce Salad.—Wash crisp center 
leaves of lettuce and dry. Break or 
tear the leaves to pieces with a silver 
fork. Make dressing of half a pint of 
milk, tablespoonful of butter, yelks of 
three eggs, two tablespoonsful of corn 
starch, two tablespoonsful of vinegar, 
with pepper and salt. Pour over the 
lettuce and serve immediately. 

Celery Salad.—Cut the stalks of white 
eclery into pieces half an inch long. 
To every pint allow half a pint of may- 
onnaise dressing. Dust the celery 
lightly with salt and pepper, mix with 
the dressing and heap on acold dish, 
garnish with celery liones. 

Kale Salad.—Strip from the stalks 
the inside leaves of tender kale, lay 
ona dish; sprinkle with pepper and 
salt and pour over a dressing of raw 
egg, three tablespoonsful of thick 
sweet cream, two of lemon juice and 
a teaspoonful of mustard; beat all to- 
gether. 

Onion Salad.—Cut up a dozen young 
spring onions, season with salt and 
pepper. Take a tablespoonful of vine- 
gar and three of salad oil, mix and 
pour over the onions, then place a 
layer of hard-boiled eggs on the edge 
of the dish. 

Spinach Salad.—Take two dozen 
heads of spinach, put on a salad dish, 
season with salt and pepper. Set on 
ice. Take the yelks of three hard- 
boiled eggs, mash fine, add mustard, 
salt, pepper. with a teaspoonful of 
melted butter, mix them thoroughly 
and then with vinegar pour over the 
spinach. Garnish with hard-boiled 
eggs sliced. 

Dandelion, cresses, turnip tops and 
mustard all make excellent salads 
prepared as lettuce salad.—Louisville 
Courier-Journal.
